CHILDREN IN SAFEST HANDS WHEN ' 
THEY BOARD SCHOOL BUS. IS REPORT 


<B. R. C aldw ell. com m issioner for 
the C alifornia H ighw ay P atrol, pre­ 
pared the follow ing article on oper­ 
ation of school busses in the stnte. 
In Palm Springs, under direction 
>>1 
George Bond, tran sp o rtatio n superin­ 
tendent for the Unified school district, 
school has operation has becom e one 
of the safest in the entire state w ith 
a high record. —ED. NOTE.! 
“Just who is the driver oí 
that big yellow bus?” 
Any mother who scrubs and 
starches and sends her bright­ 
eyed youngster off to catch the 
school bus for the first time 
wants the answer to this ques­ 
tion; and others too. 
"How does the driver happen 
to be there? 
“Does he know his job? 
“Does he keep his bus in good 
condition? 
"Is my c h i l d safe is his 
hands?” 
It’s only natural, since mother 
cannot take her youngster to 
school herself, that she wants 
to know all about the person 
who does the job. 
THE DRIVER of the bus may 
be a man or a woman. Many 
women drive school busses in 
various areas of the State. He. 
or she, must be at least eight­ 
een years of age and posses a 
valid California Operator’s or 
Chauffer's license. In order to 
obtain this license the appli­ 
cant must pass vision, written 
and driving tests. 
Not required, but helpful to 
the driver are a combination of 
many of the attributes of the 
diplomat, doctor, janitor, law­ 
yer. mechanic, parent and pol­ 
iceman, in addition to top flight 
driving ability. 
If the candidate possesses at 
least a majority of these attri­ 
butes and a driver’s license, he 
is eligible for consideration for 
his school bus driver’s certifi­ 
cate. 
HE MUST PASS a complete 
physical examination and a 
written test on school bus oper­ 
ation and general traffic move, 
ment. Next comes an exacting 
driving test in a school bus. This 
test is conducted by a specially 
trained officer of the California 
Highway Patrol. 
There is an investigation of 
the prospective driver's back­ 
ground to determine if ha has 
ever committed a felony, or has 
violated vehicle code regula­ 
tions pertaining to personal in­ 
jury, drunk driving, or reckless 
driving for three years past. 
Convictions of these offenses or 
addiction to alcohol or narcot­ 
ics or other habit-forming drugs 
result in immediate disqualifi­ 
cation. Any act of moral turpi­ 
tude or attempt to falsify an 
application likewise eliminates 
the candidate. 
IF THE DRIVER is of high 
moral character, he is then in­ 
structed to obtain a first aid 
certificate from the American 
Red Cross or the Bureau of 
Mines. He has sixty days to 
obtain the card. Then he must 


execute a written agreement to 
abide by all provisions of law 
pertaining to safe transporta­ 
tion of pupiis. 
It is now apparent that the 
driver wants the job. A less de­ 
termined person might have be­ 
come discouraged and quit kng 
ago."What does he do on the job?” 
the still apprehensive mother 
might ask. 
MOST IMPORTANT, always, 
the driver must drive carefully. 
He must always operate the bus 
in a safe manner, having due 
regard for the welfare of the 
pupils. He is responsible for 
the safety of children while 
they are loading and unload­ 
ing. and shall e s c o r t them 
across the street when neces­ 
sary for safety. 
School bus drivers are charged 
with the orderly conduct of 
pupils on the bus and continued 
disorderly conduct of any stu­ 
dent shail be grounds for deny­ 
ing transportation. 
Kach d r i v e r must submit 
weekly wiitten reports to his 
employer concerning the con 
dition of the bus. This, how­ 
ever. is no special effort, as he 
must inspect the bus daily and 
is always aware of its condi­ 
tion. Daily checks include wind­ 
shield and wipers, lights, horn, 
brakes and doors. Unless these 
items are all in good condition, 
the bus may not roll. 
IN THE EVENT of any acci­ 
dent, the driver must immedi­ 
ately report the occurrence' to 
the California Highway Patrol 
and must also remove the bus 
from operation if damage or 
defect makes continued use of 
the bus unsafe for transporting 
pupils. 
Legal requirements state that 
no driver may work more than 
15 hours in any 24 hours, and 
not more than 10 of these hours 
may be spent in actual driving. 
Of course, he must keep his 
bus clean at all times and is 
responsible for Cleaning the 
bus at the end of each day’s 
use.There arc other rules to pro­ 
tect the children. There must 
he adequate artificial light. The 
driver may not leave the bus 
when the motor is running or 
when the brakes are released. 
He must stop the bus and open 
the doors before crossing rail­ 
road tracks; and must not shift 
gears when actually crossing 
the tracks. 
NO ANIMAL may be taken 
onto a school bus, no smoking 
is permitted when children »re 
on the bus, and intoxicants in 
any form are never allowed on 
a school bus. No bus may be 
loaded in a manner that will 
interfere with the vision of the 
operator. 
Motorists know they must 
stop, regardless of direction of 
approach, any time they see the

flashing red lights of the school 
bus. They also must remain 
stopped until the lights cease 
to flash. It is the job of tht bus 
driver to see that these red 
lights are working as and when 
they should be. 
Finally, the driver shall re­ 
port to the California Highway 
Patrol the vehicle license num ­ 
ber and, if possible, the name 
and address of any operator 
who is guilty of violating any 
provision of the Vehicle Code 
whirh in any way endangers 
I he safety of the pupils being 
transported. 
"HOW WELL is the job being 
done ” seems a logical ques­ 
tion.Based on California Depart­ 
ment of Education figures, 5073 
school b u s s e s carried 325,925 
school chtldrcn a total of 45,­ 
500,000 miles to and from scrool 
last year. All tynes of accidents 
involving school be '""s tnta'o,’ 
326. There were 70 injuries and 
two pupil deaths. Not aM of 
the injured were children; some 
were drivers. The fatally in 
jured children were crossing 
the street either to board, or 
after alighting from, the bus. 
The driver of the big yellow 
bus, then, is carefully selected, 
thoroughly trained and compe 
tent, and proud to be a member 
of that exclusive group of driv­ 
ers who have compiled one of 
the best traffic safety records 
that exists anywhere. 
Wl.en m o t h e r scrubs and 
straightens junior and puts him 
on the school bus, she can turn 
with vigor to her daily tasks. 
Her fledgling is in good hands.

You will excuse it please, if 
the writer of this weekly let­ 
ter continues, occasionally, to 
express a somewhat old-fash­ 
ioned astonishment at the speed 
and convenience with which 
the world now travels. 
I had two weeks at home, 
with some rest, and several op­ 
portunities to see my friends 
in the 29th District; some ne­ 
cessary' business, ineluding a 
cotton meeting in Bakersfield, 
a political dinner in San Diego, 
and a meeting in Los Angeles 
w i t h representatives of the 
Mexican government. Like all 
Southern California represent­ 
atives, I am concerned that the 
Attorney General, who left our 
state fully appraised of the la­ 
bor situation, is now surround­ 
ed by the same department ad­ 
visors and employees who have 
kept this situation disturbed 
for the past six years or more, 
i had to leave the problem, after 
a brief conference with the Vice 
President, in the capable handi 
of our neighbor Congressmen, 
Jimmy Utt dnd Bob Wilson. 
Our older son and his wife 
drove me to the L. A. airport, 
Jate Sunday' evening, after a 
thoroughly enjoyable day at 
the Hemet fair. I am a lifelong 
county fair fan. At eleven p. m.. 
we took off from the airport, 
and the next thing I heard was 
the quiet voice of the steward­ 
ess, asking if I wanted tea or 
coffee for breakfast. It was 4:30 
by my watch, but 6:30 in Chi­ 
cago. 
ONE THING that always in­ 
terests me, is the increasing 
number of children flying. Our 
daughter brought her two lit­ 
tle boys out from Toledo by 
air. and they were to fly back 
a few days after I left. The 
children fly with no concern 
nor apparent discomfort. I gath­ 
er though that one of the first 
things a modern baby has to 
learn is to keep away from the 
hot end of a cigarette. Wo are 
undoubtedly raising a genera­ 
tion which will feci slightly un 
comfortable unless the air is 
mixed with a little cigarette 
smoke. 
I have told you about going 
up to northern Michigan to see 
a VA hospital. There are 6 
others in the same category, 
which I hope to inspect before 
January. Friday noon, after ! 
day divided between your Con 
gréssional office and the office 
of the Battle Monuments Com­ 
mission, Don Adams drove me 
to the W ashington airport and 
with a topcoat over my arm tin 
95 degree W ashington weather) 
and a brief case in my hand 
(looking for all the world like 
any W ashington bureaucrat) I 
took off for France. 
We were delayed about an 
hour while MATS, with cus­ 
tomary caution, worked over 
one engine’s "blower,” which 
has to do with the altitude the 
plane can fly. Nine hours later 
we were in the Azores, whc-re I 
advanced my watch 5 hours; 
took a shower and shaved and 
had breakfast. Two hours later 
we took oft in another MATS 
plane, this time operated by a 
Navy crew and carrying 65 pas­ 
sengers. We had been on one 
operated by an Air Force crew 
and carrying 44 passengers, and 
with slightly more comfortable 
seats. The new one was not un­ 
comfortable, and at 2 p. m., 
French time, we saw the shores 
of Brittany. We landed at the 
Paris airport at 3:05 p. m„ ac­ 
tual flying time about 14 hours, 
perhaps a few minutes ovet 
that. 
OBSERVE THE TIME; 3:05 
o’clock: I was scheduled to con­ 
nect with a commercial plane 
for Geneva, leaving at 3. Miss 
Lecompte, the efficient heed of 
the “VIP” section in the Paris 
embassy, whom I have known 
for several years, was waiting 
at the steps of the plane, with 
a permit for me to dash across 
the field to Air France, and 
away we went, distributing 100 
franc notes (worth now about 
22 cents, instead of the $20 of 
a few years ago; centralized 
government supporters, please 
note) and watching them van­ 
ish into p o c k e t s with that 
slight-of-hand known only to 
European porters. We arrived at 
the gate from which the Gen 


eva plane was to leave at 3:15. 
Then we sat and waited for 1 
hour. 
So I knew I was in France! 
I was met at the airport by 
our Geneva consul, Mr. Oakley, 
who not only drove me to the 
hotel, but who had also ar­ 
ranged for a brief meeting with 
Representatives Pat Hillings, 
of Whittier, and Ken Keating, 
of New York, both of them on 
the committee on Judiciary, and 
on the way through from Aus­ 
tria. They have been looking 
into one of our most sensitive 
problems; that of immigration. 
The next morning, I took the 
familiar little boat across the 
Lake of Geneva, to Évian-les- 
Bains. It was crowded with 
Sunday excursionists. For three 
week you can picture me sit­ 
ting, sleeping, walking, drink­ 
ing the waters, taking the pre­ 
scribed treatments, in a de­ 
lightful little community, on 
the mountainside, with a cli­ 
mate much like that of Ban­ 
ning, w a r m days and cool 
nights — very relaxing — while 
I rest and try to get rid of the 
relatives the Washington bug 
left with me last spring.
